Burke, speaking of the wholesale 
condemnation dealt out to the Ameri- 
can people by some of the British 
statesinen of his time, declared in the 
house of commons that no such sweep- 
ing indictment of either a whole peo- 
ple or a whole class can be based on 
facts and no such summary judgment 
pronounced with justice, This truth 
is of universal application. It applies 
to the class of proprietary articles 
knoWn as patent medicines, and ap- 
plies to them with very special force. 

It is the common sense of the peo- 
ple which must prevail in the long 
run, and in this matter of patent medi- 
cines the common sense of the people 
is declaring itself decidedly, It is true 
that there have been some fraudulent 
preparations masquerading in the 
wulse of patent medicines. Retribu- 
tion has overtaken them; and legisla- 
tion of increasing severity stands be- 
tween the public and such impostures 
fn the future, It is no less irue that 
in every walk of life individuals have 
been found guilty of some wrongdo- 
ing. In every learned profession there 
have been found individuals who have 
dragged down the practice of their 
profession to the level of the gutter. 
But no sweeping condentnation can 
justly be founded, and vo summary 
and genera! judgment pronounced, on 
such isolated facts, 

The great broad stream of human 
activity and enterprise moves in ac- 
cord with the principles of common 
sense. Whatever establishes itself as 
furnishing 4 real human need has in 
that fact its sufficient and unanswer- 
able justification. Which one of us is 
there who cannot name off-hand a 
list of pateat medicines, many of them 
time - honored Lousehold words 
throughout the land, others of more 
recent date, which we know by our 
experience aud that of our familles to 
be of real service and value in time 
of need?
